19-—The 
development of interprovincial 
marketing and agreement for 
closer co-operation in the col.

of what was unanimously decid- 
ed would be an annual confer- 
ence of ministers of agriculture 
here Tuesday.

Hon. Robert Weir Says 
Smaller Production Only 
Solution

The young ag- 
riculturists are here as guests of 
the Ontario government for the 
duration of the Royal Winter 
Fair. 

“The solution I see is to de- 
crease our growing of wheat so 
that it will not be too far above 
our actual requirements,” de- 
clared Major Weir. “After all, 
the only market we really con- 
trol is the home market. We 
have no control over the mar- 
kets of the world. 

“We are at a psychological 
time in agriculture today,” the 
federal minister continued, “It 
is recognized that there must be 
a readjustment and I believe the 
mind of Canada is such that 
people will support anything that 
will further the interests of ag 
riculture. The danger lies in 
following a wrong policy and it 
behoves us to do all in our pow- 
er to see that we take the right 
path. I have no fear for the fu- 
ture of agriculture in Canada 
because we have all the requis- 
ites a country needs to prosper.”

NEEDED AT HOME 


Canada is once more shipping cattle 
to the British markets. Shipments are as 
yet comparatively small, but they are 
growing rapidly. 

It is of course good news that there 
is a demand in the old lands for Canadian 
cattle at prices which leave the growers a 
profit. But if the movement means that 
cattle which could be used for breeding 
purposes are going oversea, the develop- 
ment is not so satisfactory when viewed 
from the standpoint of general agricul- 
tural conditions in Canada. 

There is feed for all the cattle in Can- 
ada on the farms and in the elevators of 
the western provinces; feed grain for 
which there is not a profitable market in 
Canada and which cannot be exported to 
advantage. With that condition existing, 
it is to be hoped that there is no breeding 
stock included in the shipments to the 
butchers’ markets abroad. 


MORE POWER TO IT 


The United States farm board, with 
60,000,000 bushels of last year’s wheat on 
hand, is going into the market again to 
buy more wheat, in order to “insure the 
United States farmers against world 
price levels pressed down by liberal of- 
ferings from surplus areas,” 

Which is another way of saying the 
farm Board is undertaking ,to set the law 
f supply and demand at defiance, and 
vill buy wheat with public funds in cheer- 
ul diseregard to its present and prospec- 
ive value in the world markets, It is to 
»e said for the Farm Board that it has 
the courage of its convictions. 

From the Canadian viewpoint, it is to 
be hoped that the U. S. Government does 
not weaken and call a halt to the buying 
activities of the Farm Board. The more 
wheat the board buys, and the more it 
pays for the wheat, the better for the 
Canadian grower. In proportion as its 
operations are large and as the price it 
pays is generous, the selling pressure in 
the world’s markets will be lessened, and 
the prospect of disposing of the Canadian 
crop at a fair figure will be improved. 


THE JASPER HIGHWAY 


It is to be hoped that while Premier 
Brownlee is in Ottawa he will take the 
opportunity to sound the Dominion Goy- 
ernment as to its willingness to assist the 
province in the completion of the Jasper 
highway. 

There are reasons for thinking that 
forceful representations along that line 
would bring a substantial response. Mr, 
Bennett has pledged his Government to 
help in completing a trans-Canada high- 
way. There are only two large gaps to be 
filled in to make such a highway an ac- 
complished fact, One is the stretch 
through northern Ontario, The other is 
the link of the proposed Jasper highway 
between Entwistle and Jasper Park. 

The British Columbia Government has 
already made arrangements to build from 
Blue River to the western entrance of the 
Park next summer, Could the road he 
completed from Edmonton to Jasper, the 
close of next season would see Vancouver 
connected by a permanent highway with 
Edmonton, and thus with the whole road- 
way system of the prairie provinces down 
to the boundary of Ontario, 

Unless Alberta is given assistance in 
the completion of the Jasper highway, 
Ontario will be the only province to bene- 
fit in any large measure by help given 
from the federal treasury toward the 
trans-Canada project, Alberta is quite as 
much entitled to assistance in this con- 
nection as Ontario. And there ig the add- 
ed consideration that the Jasper highway 
is being built for the one purpose of mak- 
ing a great Dominion park available to 
motor tourists, 

If these facts were pressed upon the 
attention of the federal ministers there is 
zood ground to hope that they would con- 
tribute in a fairly generous way to the 
cost of the Jasper highway. And in that 
event employment could be given during 
the present winter to whatever number of 
men could be used in makiny rock cuttings 
and doing other construction work such 
as can be carried on in the winter-time. 
WORLD PEACE 

The “peace conference” that is bein 
held today in First Presbyterian church 
is another of innumerable indications of 
the interest which Canadians now take in 


preserve it. This interest is a heritage— 
it is to be hoped a permanent heritage— 
from the great war, Canadians learned 
in those four tragic years that even the 
broad ocean cannot save them from the 
influence of, and may not save them from 
actual participation in, a war that is 
started in another continent and fought 
thousands of miles from Canadian shores. 

It is now well-nigh impossible to lo- 
calize war. Modern economic conditions 
are so complicated, international obliga- 
tions so numerous, and chivalry so univer- 
sal, that no country can count itself im- 
mune from the effects of a conflict waged 
anywhere in the world, if it can even count 
with assurance upon not being drawn into 
the combat. Thus at this moment Al- 
berta elevators are crammed to the roofs 
with low priced wheat, a considerable pro- 
portion of which could be marketed in the 
Orient if China had not suspended busi- 
ness and taken to fighting. 

The cultivation of an intelligent peace 
sentiment in Canada implies that Cana- 
dians must keep themselves informed as 
to the actions, policies and apparent inten- 
tions of Soviet Russia, must measure the 
significance of the Hitler movement in 
Germany, must note the acute and grow- 
ing antagonism between France and Italy, 
and must give attention to the progress 
and probable outcome of the horror that 
was once China. The time has gone by, 
forever, when we could assume that be- 
cause our own intentions are peaceful we 
are thereby secured against the incidental 
effects or the direct consequences of 
war. 

It is to be hoped that in Russia, Ger- 
many, France, Italy, and China, such 
peace conferences are also being held, at 
which people ponder the folly and crime 
of making war unon their neighbors and 
cultivate “the will to peace.” Those are 
the storm centres over which the clouds 
are hanging heavy with menace. It is in 
those countries——not in Canada—that the 
popular desire for peace must be devel- 
oped if the world is to escape another 
“bath of blood”’.

From the Monthly Commercial Letter Issued by 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce; World trade tn 
wheat from ist August to date is in excess of that 
during the same period in 1929 and Canada has been 
favored with the largest share, The distribution of 
the world supply has changed redically.

GET YOUR WINTER VITAMINS 

Many people are actually starved for protective 
vitamins during the winter months when sunshine is 
searce, You can consider that v.tamina are a form 
of life insurance. When you eat them you protect 
yourself against varioys diseases. Probably no one 
knows just what @ vitamin is chemically, but it is 
known that they are necessary in the diet, and ex- 
periments have shown which foods contain the great- 
est amounts of them, Uere ts @ List of the different 
vitamins “which have been discovered to date, and 
some information about them 

Vitamin A: ‘Those who have colds and are run- 
down probably need more vitamin A. It enables you 
to resist certain afflicilons of the eyes, sinuses, ears 
and kidneys. Without it your resistance to infec- 
tions of the skin and mucous membranes is lessened 
This vitamin is stored in the body and ts especially 
needed by growing children, It is found in raw milk, 
cream, evaporated m Jk, butter, cheese, egg yolk, raw 
carrots, cod liver oil, bananas, yellow turnips, yellow 
corn, Hubbard squash, oranges prunes, green peas, 
lettuce, canned and fresh tomatoes, sweet potatoes, 
All of the yellow and green vegetables are good 


sources. 
Vitamin B: This vitamin is not stored very long 
in the body, Consequently, some of the foods con- 


taining it should be eaten regularly. It is needed 
for a good appetite, and a lack of it brings about a 
loss of weight and energy. It ts vital to the health 
at all ages. The vitamin has lately been found to 
consist of two vitamins which are named Bl, or F 
vitamin, and B2, of G vitamin. Bl is destroyed by 
heat, B2 is relatively unaffected by heat, Bl pre- 
vents the disease, beriberi, in humans. A lack of 
it may bring on nervousness and spasms, B2 is a 
vitamin which prevents pellagra, These vitamins 
ure contained in whole grain cereals, milk, meat, green 
leafy veretab'es, eee yolks, asparagus, dried lima 
beang, whole wheat bread, buttermilk raw cabbage, 
carrots, canned green corn, eggplant, fresh ham, len- 
tils, oatmea!, oranges, parsnips, baked Irish potatoes, 
baked sweet potatoes, green peas, canned tomatoes, 
turnips, walnuts and yeast, ’ 
Vitamin C; This vitamin is not stored in the body, 
consequently it is needed by everyone every day, Ils 
use prevents seurvy and is eacential tl healthy gums. 
Nearly every one with pyorrhea is not getting cnough 
viiamin C. This cient is destroyed by too much 


cooking. A lack of it is thought to predispose to de- 
cay of the teeth and rheumatism. It is found in 
oranges, lemons, grapefruit, raw apples, bananas, 


raw cabbage, canned pineapples, tomatoes, peaches, 
raspberries, strawberries, peas, dried peaches, spinach, 
raw leafy vegetab'es, rew carrots, potatoes boiled not 
over 15 minutes, turnips, 

Vitamin PD; The sunshine vitamin {is stored in 
the body only a short time. It prevents rickets, bow- 
legs and swollen joints. Bullds bone and teeth by 
enabling the bedy to use caleltum and phosphorus. 
Children and nursing mothers especially need vita- 
min D. Vitamin D is found in the foods gonieining 
vitamin A whieh have been grown in or expose 
te the sunlight, The effect of this vilamin is also 
obtained by using sunbaths. You can obta'n cer- 
tain cereals or foods which are called “irradicated,” 
meaning especially treated to produce this vitamin. 

Vitamin E: The absence of this vitamin causes 
sterility. A full list of the foods containing it ts not 
known, althoueh it is present tn vegetables, oils meat, 
lettuce and wheat germ. It is stored in the body to 
some extent.

If he has the Jatter, every- 
body pities him; ff he has the 
former m,.ost persons condemn him 
as a weakling, They do not under- 
stand 

Many consumptives by observing 
a strict regimen have fought their 
way to health or relative heajth; 
many neurotics have done the same, 
and the latter is the harder fight. 
To use the vernacular, it takes more 
guts for a neurotic to lead a near- 
normal life than for a well man to 
be a hero, As I have said before, 
many of them whom I have known 
are entitied to hero medals, and 
there are heroines as well, 

Talk to doen doctors on the 
subject and you find them about 
equally divided. Some have no pa- 
Uience with neurotic symptoms in 
any form; the rest are sympathetic 
and treat nervous symptoms as just 
a6 important and just as respect- 
able as physical ones. The former 
tell you There's nothing the 
matter with you; control yourself 
and you will be well," The others 
say: “There's a good deal the matter

with you; you have a long way to

also reported a bit of good news, 
the doctor fubilantly announced, 
“There! you see I was right!” But 
unfortunately, the mental improve- 
ment came one day before the good 
news! The good news just hastened 
an improvement that was ready to 
take place 

Ninety per cent of diseases cure 
themselves; that is they run their 
courses whatever you do or don't 
do. Neurotic troubles are no ex- 
ception, When the time comes, the 
patient gets well, Wise treatment 
will hasten the time; unwise treat- 
ment Will delay it, The best advice 
to neurotics is, that if they put up 
a good fight, they will get well.

As a result of| 
the mention of Alice in Wonder- 
land in “Journey’s End” 50,000 
copies of the nonsense book were | 
sold in a New York store. This 
brought to light another char- 
acteristic of nonsense literature 
While ostensibly written for chil- 
dren, its keenest enjoyment is 
felt by grown-ups.

(College Women Spend 
| Time in Lower Paid | 
Fields Survey Shows 


ANN ARBOR, Mich, Nov, 19.—The 
more education an advanced United 
States woman gets, the more she tends 
to devote het Ife to social service in- | 
stead of making money. The farther 
|

she is from marfiage the higher her 
incomé—that is, unmarried women 
earn most, widows and divorcees next, 
) and married ones least 

These findings apply to 14,073 busl- | 
ness and professional women, classified 
as “above the wage-carning level.” who | 
answered questions of the Bureau of 
Business Research at the University 
of Michigan. The atswers were com- 
piled by Prof. Margaret Elliot and 
Grace BE. Manson, The National Fed- 
eration of Business and Professional 
Women's clubs co-operated in the 
qurstionnaires, and three-fourths of 
those answering were employed § in 
commercial, educational and manu- 
facturing oraganigations, ‘The average 
income was $1,662 annually, and only 
6.7 per cent, earned $3,000 or more 

“Women who have been graduated 
from a college or university,” says the 
| report, “art earning more in every 
| kind of work than women with less 
education.” They tend, however, to 
| concentrate In lower paid fields, such 
; as teaching and clerical work They 
do not tend to select occupations 
| where chances of high financial re- 
wards are best | 
| Seventy per cent, of these college 
j; women are in the employ of educa- 
| 


tional, social or welfare organizations 
Why? Is it because college women 
jean afford to overlook questions of 
earnings? Are the inherent satisfac- 
tions of the work itself more import- 
| ant to her (han financial returns? May 
it be that teaching and welfare work 
seem to college women moreé socially 
| approved ways of earning a living 
| “Or ja she unaware of the oppor- 
tunities In these newer fields of work? 
Perhaps the true answer is a com- 
| posite one.” 
| Single Women Earn Most 

Concerning edrnings the report says 
“If allowance is made for differences | 
in age and experience, single women | 
‘earn most and married women least, | 
while somewhere in between fall the 
| earnings of widows and women who 
are divorced or separated from their | 
husbands, 

“It would be hazardous, indeed, to 
| venture any conclusions from this 
| analysis as to relative effectiveness of 
single and married women workers 
|To what extent the relatively low 
| earnings of married women are due 
| lo lack of incentive or divided allegi- 
ance to home and job, or to a more 
| limited range in occupational oportun- 
ity it is impossible to say at this time 
Earnings increase with age up to 50, 
avry but little bei ween 50 and 60, and | 
decline thereafter, 

“The value of business or com-| 
mercial college training, measured in 
earnings, seems to vary inversely with 
amount of previous education. Wo- 
men with only grade echool education 
benefit most frem it, wh'le with wh 
exceptions, college graduates who have 
had bvsiness couege tran
